KANSAS CITY, 
Mo.— The 
beef 
cattle industdy in America is look­ 
ing up, according to R. J. Kinzer, 
secretary of the American Here­ 
ford Association. 
All along the line, he said, there 
is a feeling of optimism and confi­ 
dence, with the breeder of pure­ 
breds, with the managers of range 
herds from which the major supply 
of feeder cattle is drawn, and with 
the farmers of the corn belt who 
furnish beevs for the packing house 
market. 
Mr. 
Kinzer 
announced 
that 
transfers of purebred Hereford cat­ 
tle recorded during July, 1922, ex­ 
ceeded by 62 percent the number 
of transfers made in July, 1921. 
Herefords are beef cattle. 
"The number of 
transfers 
we 
record is the index to the volume 
of purchases being made by breed­ 
ers of Hereford cattle,” said Mr. 
Kinzer. "If transfers run light, it 
means that business is dull. Bub an 
increase of 62 percent during July 
is evidence that the purebred cat­ 
tle industry is getting back on its 
feet and that a feeling of security 
and confidence in the future is felt 
by all interests concerned in the 
production of beef for the Ameri­ 
can dinner table.” 
July transfers of Herefords this 
year compared favorably with July 
of the "boom” 
years 
of 
1918, 
1919 and 1920, according to Mr. 
Kinzer, and the volume for the 
last month runs only about 2,000 
less than the record year of 1918. 
This is regarded by cattlemen as 
most favorable. 
"The up-swinging 
cattle 
mar­ 
kets at the stockyards are also 
cause for confidence among breed­ 
ers and feeders,” added Mr. Kin­ 
zer. "During the last three months 
the market for killing cattle has 
shown a pronounced trend upward, 
reaching the extreme top of the 
year at 610.85 per hundredweight 
in Chicago during the lost week of 
July. This is most auspicious when 
compared with the eight and nine 
dollar prices which prevailed dur­ 
ing the early months of the year. 
"‘Demand for purebreds has in­ 
creased to the point where it is dif­ 
ficult to 
supply enough suitable 
bulls and breeding cows for cur­ 
rent requirements. Prices of pure­ 
breds are just starting on. their up­ 
ward trend after the recent defla­ 
tion, which means that now is the 
time for farmers and new breeders 
to autor the purebred business.”
